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Trump says U.S will pull outof intermediate range nuke pact

ELKO, Nevada (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump said 
Saturday he will exit a land¬ 
mark arms control agree¬ 
ment the United States 
signed with the former So¬ 
viet Union, saying that Rus¬ 
sia isviolating the pact and 
it's preventing the U.S. from 
developing new weapons. 
The 1987 pact, which helps 
protect the security of the 
U.S. and its allies in Europe 
and the Far East, prohib¬ 
its the United States and 
Russia from possessing, 
producing or test-flying a 
ground-launched cruise 
missile with a range of 300 
to 3,400 miles. 

"Russia has violated the 
agreement. "They have 
been violating it for many 
years," Trump said after a 


rally in Elko, Nevada. "And 
we're not going to let them 
violate a nuclear agree¬ 
ment and go out and do 
weapons and we're not al¬ 


lowed to." 

The agreement has con¬ 
strained the U.S. from de¬ 
veloping new weapons, 
but America will begin de¬ 


veloping them unless Rus¬ 
sia and China agree not 
to possess or develop the 
weapons, Trump said. Chi¬ 
na is not currently party to 
the pact. 

"We'll have to develop 
those weapons, unless Rus¬ 
sia comes to us and China 
comes to us and they all 
come to us and say let's 
really get smart and let's 
none of us develop those 
weapons, but if Russia's do¬ 
ing it and if China's doing it, 
and we're adhering to the 
agreement, that's unac¬ 
ceptable," he said. 

National Security Adviser 
John Bolton was headed 
Saturday to Russia, Azer¬ 
baijan, Armenia and Geor¬ 
gia. Hisfirst stop is Moscow, 
where he'll meet with Rus¬ 
sian leaders, including For¬ 
eign Minister Sergei Lavrov 
and Security Council Sec¬ 
retary Nikolai Patrushev. His 
visit comes at a time when 
Moscow-Washington rela¬ 
tions a Iso remain frosty over 
the Ukrainian crisis, the war 
in Syria and allegations of 
Russian meddling in the 
2016 presidential race and 
upcoming U.S. midterm 
elections 

There was no immediate 
comment from the Kremlin 
or the Russian Foreign Min¬ 
istry on Trump's announce¬ 
ment. 

Trump didn't provide de¬ 
tails a bout violations, but in 
2017, White Flouse national 
security officiaIs said Russia 
had deployed a cruise mis¬ 
sile in violation of the treaty. 
Earlier, the Obama admin¬ 
istration accused the Rus¬ 
sians of violating the pact 
by developing and testing 
a prohibited cruise missile. 
Russia has repeatedly de¬ 
nied that it has violated the 
treaty and has accused 
the United States of not be¬ 
ing in compliance. 

Defense Secretary James 
Mattis has previously sug¬ 
gested that a Trump ad¬ 
ministration proposal to 
add a sea-launched cruise 
missile to America's nuclear 
arsenal could provide the 
U.S. with leverage to try to 
convince Russia to come 
back in line on the arms 
treaty. 

Russia'sForeign Ministry said 
in February that the coun¬ 
try would only consider us¬ 


ing nuclear weapons in re¬ 
sponse to an attack involv¬ 
ing nuclearorother weap¬ 
ons of mass destruction, or 
in response to a non-nucle- 
arassaultthat endangered 
the survival of the Russian 
nation. 

'We are slowly slip ping back 
to the situation of cold war 
as it was at the end of the 
Soviet Union, with quite sim- 
ilarconsequences, but now 
it could be worse because 
(Russian President Vladimir) 
Putin belongs to a genera¬ 
tion that had no warunder 
its belt," said Dmitry Oresh- 
kin, an independent Rus¬ 
sian political analyst. 'These 
people aren't as much 
fearful of a war as peo¬ 
ple of Brezhnev's epoch. 
They think if they threaten 
the West properly, it gets 
scared." 

Trump's decision could be 
controversial with Europe¬ 
an allies and others who 
see value in the treaty, 
said Steven Pifer, a former 
U.S. ambassador to Ukraine 
and now a senior fellow 
at the Brookings Institution 
who focuses on nuclear 
arms control. 

"Once the United States 
withdraws from the treaty, 
there is no reason for Russia 
to even pretend it isobserv- 
ing the limits," he wrote in a 
post on the organization's 
website. "Moscow will be 
free to deploy the 9M729 
cruise missile, and an in¬ 
termediate-range ballistic 
missile if it wants, without 
any restraint." 

U.S. officials have previ¬ 
ously alleged that Russia 
violated the treaty by de¬ 
liberately deploying a land- 
based cruise missile in order 
to pose a threat to NATO. 
Russia hasclaimed that U.S. 
missile defenses violate the 
pact. 

In the past, the Obama ad¬ 
ministration worked to con¬ 
vince Moscow to respect 
the INF treaty but made 
little progress. 

"If they get smart and if oth¬ 
ers get smart and they say 
let's not develop these hor¬ 
rible nuclear weapons, I 
would be extremely happy 
with that, but as long as 
somebody's violating the 
agreement, we're not go¬ 
ing to be the only ones to 
adhere to it,"Trump said.Q

An ad from Black Ameri¬ 
cans for the President's 
Agenda in an Arkansas 
c o ng ressio na I ra c e fea tunes 
a woman saying "white 
Democrats will be lynch¬ 
ing black folk again." Both 
the Republican incumbent 
and his Democratic chal- 
lengerhave condemned it, 
a nd the Arka nsa s G O P filed 
a state ethics complaint 
over it. 

In Missouri, the radio ad 
favoring Republican chal¬ 
lenger Josh Hawley and 
attacking Democratic U.S. 
Sen. Claire McCaskill, does 
not mention lynching. In¬ 
stead, the woman says that 
if Democrats prevail in mid¬ 
term elections, "black folk 
will be catching hell again" 
and that black men could 
face a negations of rape. 
Hawley spokeswoman Kelli 
Fond said in an email, 'Of 
course we don't support 
this" 

The ads in both states were 
scheduled to run through 
Friday. 

"We have a plan, we're ex¬ 
ecuting the plan," Vernon 
Robinson, the PAC's co¬ 
founder and treasurer, told 
The Associated Press Rob¬ 
inson hassaid the ad is pa rt 
of a $50,000 buy. 

Robinson said the refer¬ 
ence to lynching was re¬ 


moved fromthe Missouri ad 
because the attorney fora 
St. Louis radio station de¬ 
manded it be left out be¬ 
fore the station would run it. 
Instead of mentioning "race 
verdicts, life sentences and 
lynchings when a white 
girl screams rape," the Mis¬ 
souri ad talks about "race 
verdicts, life sentences or 
worse." 

But Robinson said, 'The re¬ 
ality is, every black person 
in St. Louis knows what 'or 
worse' means." 

Both ads invoke the accu¬ 
sation that Supreme Court 
Justice Brett Kavanaugh 
sexually assaulted a wom¬ 
an when he was a teen¬ 
ager. The ad implies that 
Democrats' support for Ka- 
vanaugh's accuser means 
black men wouldn't be 
protected from unfounded 
rape claims. 

In both ads, a woman says 
that she is voting for the Re¬ 
publican candidate to pro¬ 
tect "our men and boys." 

In the Arkansas ad, for Re¬ 
publican U.S. Rep. French 
Hill against Democratic 
challenger Clarke Tucker, 
the woman says, 'We can't 
afford to let white Demo¬ 
crats take us back to bad 
old days." 

Arkansas Republicans on 
Friday filed a complaint 
with the state Ethics Com¬ 
mission against the PAC, 
saying it had not registered 
to campaign in Arkansas 
and that the ads were run¬ 
ning illegally. Robinson on 
Friday said the complaint 
was "utterly without merit" 
and that the state Ethics 
Commission didn't have 


jurisdiction over federal 
PACs. 

Tucker and Democrats are 
relying in part on heavy 
turnout from African-Amer-

GOP risks messy leadership 
struggle after November vote 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Win 

or lose in the race for the 
majority, House Republi¬ 
cans are at risk of plung¬ 
ing into a messy leadership 
battle after the November 
election, with the party 
lacking a clear heir appar¬ 
ent to take the place of 
House Speaker Paul Ryan. 
President Dona Id Trump has 
signaled he'd be happy 


with next-in-line Kevin Mc¬ 
Carthy, the majority leader, 
a longtime ally whom the 
president calls "My Kevin." 
But Trump is also saying 
kind words about the No. 
3 Republican, GOP Whip 
Steve Scalise, whom he 
calls the "legend from Loui¬ 
siana." Scalise survived life- 
threatening injuries after he 
wasshotata congressional 
baseball practice in 2017. 
And there'sa third lawmak¬ 
er in the mix: conservative 
Rep. Jim Jordan of Ohio, 
who is waging a long- 
shot bid to take the gav¬ 
el. Trump appeared with 
Jordan at an Ohio rally in 
the summer and beamed 
when the crowd started 
chanting, "Speaker of the 
House!" 

'There'sgoing to be a con¬ 
test, for sure," said GOP 
Rep. Tom Cole of Oklaho¬ 
ma, a veteran of leadership 
battles who said he's never 
seen anything like the "high 
drama" that's about to un¬ 
fold. "Usually the election 
settles a II the issues. This one 
won't." 

Polls a re seesawing in the fi¬ 
nal weeks before the elec¬ 
tion, creating suspense 
about whether Democrats 
will regain control of the 
House forthe first time since 
2010. Yet it's almost certain 
that the often unruly House 
GOP contingent will be 
smaller next year. Repub¬ 
licans hope to hold the 
majority, but fully expect to 
lose some seats. 

The election is likely to pro¬ 
duce a more conserva¬ 
tive, pro-Trump Republican 
lineup in the House, asmost 
of the GOP incumbents at 
risk of losing hail from mod¬ 
erate-leaning districts and 
suburbs. Theirdefeat would 
probably concentrate 
more power in the hands 
of the House Freedom 


Caucus and its libertarian¬ 
leaning allies in rural, tradi¬ 
tionally Republican states 
who doubt McCarthy's 
conservative bona fides 
Those lawmakers blocked 
the Californian's rise when 
he first reached for the 
speaker'sgavel three years 
ago. 

Conservatives say the 
House majority is at risk in 
large part because Re¬ 
publicans didn't stand fully 
behind Trump. They fault 
their own side for failing 
to repeal "Obamacare," 
build a wall along the bor¬ 
der with Mexico and keep 
other campaign promises 
Ifthere'sa GOPwipeouton 
Election Day, Republicans 
will probably be eager to 
bootthe currentGOP lead¬ 
ership, which could give 
rise to Scalise or even Jor¬ 
dan's unorthodox bid. 

In public, none of the 
leaders-in-waiting likes to 
talk about the struggle 
to come. Their goal, they 
say, is to keep the House 
majority. But behind the 
scenes all three are all di¬ 
aling up colleagues and 
racing around the country 
spending their time — and 
campaign cash — to sal¬ 
vage the GOP's hold on 
the House. "It's going to 
be close, but I still think we 
keep the majority," Mc¬ 
Carthy told The Associated 
Presson Wednesday in be¬ 
tween campaign stops 
McCarthy, who is travel¬ 
ing to a dozen states for 
two dozen lawmakers in 
October and shoveled 
$24 million in donations to 
candidatesand campaign 
committees, convened an 
all-hands-on-deck con¬ 
ference call, urging col¬ 
leagues to put campaign 
money into a team effort 
to protect the majority.

The upbeat mood after 
that c a II Wed nesd a y wa s a 
turnaround from the gloom 
of a few weeks ago when 
polls indicated Democrats 
were favored to take over 
the House, with even safe 
seats in Trump-won districts 
in Pennsylvania and Iowa 
at risk. Republicans are 
sensing an uptick, thanks 
to Brett Kavanaugh's con¬ 
firmation to the Supreme 
Court, and a newly ener¬ 
gized electorate awak¬ 
ened to the stakes of the 
midterm. As McCarthy puts 
it, 'This is an election about 
jobsversusthe mobs" 
Scalise technically isn't

While boarding a plane af¬ 
ter campaigning in Michi¬ 
gan, Scalise said that while 
the GOP ranks may be 
smaller and tighter after 
the election, the outcome 
"brings everybody closer." 
He was dashing off to sup¬ 
port the GOP candidate in 
an open seat in South Car¬ 
olina. Ratherthan embold¬ 
en challenges to the lead¬ 
ership, the election could 
knit the House GOP closer 
together behind Trump's 
agenda, he said. 
"Everybody needs to be all 
in," Scalise told AP. 'We're 
not fighting to keep this 
majority to be at odds with 
each other. We want to 
getsome thingsdone." 

As the majority whip these 
pastfew years, he said, "my 
job has been to build those 
coalitions" 

Perhaps most unusual has 
been Jordan's longshot 
bid. Taking a page from 
Trump's playbook, Jordan 
has eschewed the normal 
path, opting for an outside 
campaign that's drumming 
up support from conserva¬ 
tive groups and media- 
friendly allies 

Jordan is a regular on Fox 
News, pushing the House 
GO P's investigation of the 
J ustice Department'sprobe 
into Russian interference in 
the 2016 election.

three is without baggage. 
Jordan faces accusations

OMAHA, Neb. (AP) — Chi¬ 
na's propaganda machine 
has taken aim at American 
soybean farmers as part of 
its high-stakes trade war 
with the Trump administra¬ 
tion. 

The publication last month 
of a four-page advertising 
section in the Des Moines 
Register opened a new 
battle line in China's effort 
to break the administra¬ 
tion's resolve. U.S. farmers 
are a key political con¬ 
stituency for Trump, and 
Beijing has imposed tariffs 
on American soybeans as 
retaliation forTrump'stariffs 
on hundreds of billions in 
Chinese imports. 

China regularly dissemi¬ 
nates propaganda in the 
West through its China Dai¬ 
ly newspaper to try to influ¬ 
ence public opinion. But 
the advertorial in the Regis¬ 
ter was unusual for deploy¬ 
ing not a national publica¬ 
tion in New York or Wash¬ 
ington but a newspaper in 
the farm state of Iowa. 

"It's the first time I've ever 
seen anything like this in a 
heartland city," said Matt 
Schrader, who edits the 
China Brief newsletter for 
the Jamestown Founda¬ 
tion, a Washington re¬ 
search institute that moni¬ 
tors China's actio ns. 

The Iowa newspaper sec¬ 
tion was explicitly labeled 
a product of China Daily, 
China's official English lan¬ 
guage newspaper. The ar¬ 
ticles were clearly geared 
to try to soften the image 
of China and its president, 
Xi Jinping. With headlines 
ranging from "Dispute: Fruit 
of a president's folly" and 


"Book tells of Xi'sfun days in 
Iowa "to Kung Fu skill helps 
light up life path" and "Chi¬ 
na seekspactson robotics," 
the message was a not- 
very-subtle one about the 
friendly way Beijing wants 
to be seen in the farm belt. 
Ken Doctor, a longtime 
media analyst, noted that 
newspapers have been 
struggling to replace reve¬ 
nue lost from declining sub¬ 
scriptions and print adver¬ 
tisements moving online. 
He suggested that when 
publications run propagan¬ 
da like the 'China Watch" 
sections, they should take 
care to be fully explicit 
about the source. 

"I'd like to see newspapers 
that run this include an edi¬ 
tor's note to be transpar¬ 
ent a bout what this is," sa id 
Doctor, who runsthe News- 


onomicswebsite. 

Many experts say they 
doubt the propaganda 
drive in the United States 
will likely succeed. Chinese 
officials are used to oper¬ 
ating at home, where the 
central government con¬ 
tra Is a II major media outlets. 
'U.S. farmers and manufac¬ 
turers are smart enough to 
understand their self-inter¬ 
est," said Elizabeth Econo¬ 
my of the Council on For¬ 
eign Relations. 'They don't 
need a Chinese newspa¬ 
per insert to tell them how 
to think about the relation¬ 
ship between tariffs and 
their exports to China." 
Stanley Chao, a business 
consultant who has written 
a book called 'Selling to 
China," said it's not entirely 
surprising that China would 
try to take its trade argu¬ 


ments directly to American 
farmers, whose crops have 
been hit by Beijing's retalia¬ 
tory tariffs 

'This is the norm for the 
Chinese propaganda ma¬ 
chine,"Chao said. 

Chao noted that when a 
Chinese dissident won the 
2010 Nobel Peace Prize — 
chosen by the Norwegian 
Nobel Committee and an 
embarrassment for Beijing 
— China responded by 
placing propaganda ads 
in Scandinavian newspa¬ 
pers. In addition to its con¬ 
nection to the tariffs China 
imposed on American soy¬ 
beans and other crops, 
Iowa is also home to Terry 
Branstad, a former gover¬ 
nor of the state who is now 
the U.S. ambassadorto Bei¬ 
jing. And in the past, Presi¬ 
dent Xi has visited Iowa, 


whose caucuses serve as 
the first contest in every 
presidential election year. 
Trump tweeted a photo 
of the 'China Watch" edi¬ 
tion that ran in the Register, 
calling it propaganda and 
asserting that Beijing was 
trying to interfere in U.S. 
elections. 

Chinese officials defended 
the advertising section and 
said it didn't violate any 
U.S. laws. Geng Shuang, a 
spokesman for the foreign 
ministry, said the Chinese 
government doesn't inter¬ 
fere in othercountries' inter¬ 
nal affairs or elections 
"I think there has been a 
long-standing effort to influ¬ 
ence America ns a cross the 
United States," said Sarah 
Cook, a research analyst 
with the Freedom House 
watchdog group. 'Just this 
particular form of influence 
— the China Watch paid 
supplement — may only 
be appearing in places like 
Iowa now." 

Othercountries, like Saudi 
Arabia and Taiwan, typi¬ 
cally hire public relations 
firms and place ads to try 
to improve their images, in 
contrast to China's more 
direct approach of placing 
ads in newspapers or post¬ 
ing videos online. The 2016 
elections brought attention 
to foreign influence after 
U.S. intelligence agencies 
concluded that Russia had 
meddled in the elections 
Federal prosecutors have 
charged a Russian firm with 
interfering through bogus 
Facebook posts.

Ihe vic¬ 
tims ranged in age from 
their20sto the 70s, accord¬ 
ing to Lendvay. 

Ihe shooting broke out be¬ 
fore the scheduled 1 p.m. 
start of play. Lendvay re¬ 
ported no linkto the game, 
which went on without inci¬ 
dent, and said investigators 
were investigating whether 
it wasgang-related. 

Ihe Texans won their fourth 
consecutive game Sunday, 
defeating the J aguars 20-7 
to take a one-game lead 
in the AFC South at the sta¬ 
dium, "F1AA Bank Field. 

Local media reports cited 
authorities as saying the 
shooting had had no im¬ 
pact on game day ac¬ 
tivities though some fans 
headed to the game re¬ 
ported hearing the gunfire. 


Lendvay told reportersthat 
a shooter fired from the 
passenger side of a gray, 
four-door sedan driven by 
a companion and that the 
victims were hit outside on 
the sidewalk near a laun¬ 
dromat. He said the car 
immediately drove off and 
that detectives had been 
checking surveillance vid¬ 
eo in hopes of identifying 
the vehicle and those in¬ 
volved. 

'There were at least two 
people in the car," Lend¬ 
vay said. He added that 
investigators didn't know if 
any others were in the car 
and he didn't rule out the 
possibility of other shooters 
elsewhere. 

"This may be gang-related 
based on information ob¬ 
tained in the early stages of 
the investigation," he told 
reporters Sunday, declining 
to elaborate. 

Some fanstold local broad¬ 
cast outlet New4Jax that 
they heard shots as they 
headed to the stadium. 
"We had just parked our 
cars," Vanessa Holmestold 
the new outlet, adding she 
and some family members 
were walking when it hap¬ 
pened.

We didn't know what to 
do," she said.

Jordan cancels part of peace agreement with Israel

AMMAN, Joidan (AP) — 

J ordan'sKing Abdullah II on 
Sunday said he has decid¬ 
ed not to renew parts of his 
country's landmark peace 
treaty with Israel. 

Abdullah released a state¬ 
ment that he intendsto pull 
out of two annexes from 
the 1994 peace agree¬ 
ment that allowed Israel 
to lease two small areas, 
Baqura and Ghamr, from 
the J ordaniansfor25 years. 
The leases exp ire next year, 
and the deadline for re¬ 
newing them is Thursday. 
The lands were leased to 
Jewish farmers early last 
century, but then became 
part of Jordan after the 
kingdom gained indepen¬ 
dence in 1946. 

Baqura, in the northern J or- 
dan Valley, was captured 


by Israel in 1950. Ghamr, 
near Aqaba in southern 
Jordan, was seized in the 
1967 Mid east War. 

Under their peace agree¬ 
ment, Jordan agreed to 
grant Israeli farmers and 


military officers free access 
to the enclave. 

Abdullah said he informed 
Israel of his decision. 'We 
are practicing our full sov¬ 
ereignty on our land," he 
said. "Our priority in these 


regional circumstances is 
to protect our interests and 
do whatever is required for 
Jordan and the Jordani¬ 
ans." Abdullah did not give 
a reason for his decision, 
but he has faced escalat¬ 
ing domestic pressure to 
end the lease and return 
the territories to full J orda- 
nian control. Last week, 
demonstrators demanding 
an end to Israeli ownership 
of the lands marched in 
J ordan'scapital of Amman 
last week. 

Israeli Prime Minister Benja¬ 
min Netanyahu said Sun¬ 
day that 'Jordan reserved 
the right to receive the terri¬ 
tory," but said he expected 
to enter negotiations with 
Jordan "about the possibil¬ 
ity of extending the existing 
agreement." 

Netanyahu said the "ac¬ 


cord as a whole is an im¬ 
portant thing," and called 
the peace deals with Jor¬ 
dan and Egypt "anchors 
of regional stability." He 
spoke at a memorial for 
the late Prime Minister Yit¬ 
zhak Rabin, who signed the 
peace deal with J ordan. 
Israel's former ambassador 
to J ordan, Oded Eran, said 
he was not surprised byjor- 
dan's decision, and said 
there was still time for the 
two countries to re-negoti- 
ate the agreement. He dis¬ 
missed the possibility that 
Jordan might pull out of 
other parts of the broader 
peace treaty. 

"For its own interests, the 
continuation of the adher¬ 
ence to the peace treaty 
is in J ordan's interest as in¬ 
deed it is in the interest of 
Israel,"Eran addedO

The Confederation of Brit¬ 
ish Industry said these plans 
could include cutting jobs, 
adjusting supply chains 
outside the U.K., stockpiling 
goods and relocating pro¬ 
duction and services over¬ 
seas. 

The warning comes amid 
growing fears that Britain 


may crash out of the EU in 
March without a deal on 
the future relationship. That 
could see tariffs placed 
on British exports, border 
checks reinstalled, and re¬ 
strictions imposed travelers 
and workers — a poten¬ 
tially toxic combination for 
businesses. 

'The situation isnow urgent," 
said Carolyn Fairbaim, the 
CBI's director general. 'The 
speed of negotiationsisbe- 
ing outpaced by the real¬ 
ity firms are facing on the 
ground." 

Discussions between the 
two sides have hit an im¬ 
passe largely over how to 
maintain an open border 
between EU member Ire¬ 
land and Northern Ireland, 
which is part of the United 
Kingdom.

WARSAW, Poland (AP) — 

The governing populist 
party, which has repeat¬ 
edly clashed with Europe¬ 
an Union institutions, was 
the top vote winner in local 
elections Sunday, accord¬ 
ing to an exit poll, but itwas 
headed to lower support 
than it got in Poland's 2015 
parliamentary elections. 

Ihe Ispos survey said that 
in lower level elections for 
provincial assemblies, the 
ruling conservative Law 
and J ustice party received 
the highest backing, with 
32.3 percent. In the 2015 
national elections it had al¬ 
most 38 percent support. 
Party leader J a roslaw Kac- 
zynski said it was a "good 
result that bodes well for 
the future. It's a good sign." 
But he stressed that the exit 
poll result might differ from 
the official returns expect¬ 
ed Tuesday or Wednesday. 
In many ways it was a dis¬ 
appointing showing for the 
party, which has at times 
received more than 40 
percent support in opinion 
polls. 

Its drop in support comes 
despite generous gov¬ 
ernment handouts and a 
booming economy and 
it suggests some Poles do 
not like the constant ten¬ 
sions with the EU, which has 
condemned an overhaul 
of the justice system by Law 
and J ustice, calling it a sys¬ 
tematic threat to the rule of 
law and inconsistent with 
democratic European val¬ 
ues. 

Opposition supporters said 
they hope this is a sign the 
tide is turning. Some com¬ 


mentators also suggested 
thatthisindicatesthe ruling 
party will not be able to win 
majority support in Poland 
and will have to find a way 
to coexist with the opposi¬ 
tion. 

A pro-EU opposition candi¬ 
date won Warsaw's may- 
oral race outright in the 
first round, according to 
the exit poll. Rafal Trzas- 
kowski, a former European 
lawmaker and member of 
the Civic Platform party, 
garnered 51.4 percent sup¬ 
port, which would mean 
he would become Warsaw 


mayor without having to 
take part in a Nov. 4 runoff. 
Trzaskowski, whose party 
governed Poland for eight 
years before Law and J us¬ 
tice came to power in 
2015, ran against the ruling 
party's candidate, Deputy 
Justice Minister Pa trykj a ki. 
Jaki had attracted atten¬ 
tion by heading a special 
commission for reversing 
housing decisions by the 
city's Town Hall underCivic 
Platform. 

In Gdansk, one of the sons 
of democracy icon Lech 
Walesa, J a roslaw Walesa, 


had a disappointing result, 
only taking third place, and 
leaving two others to face 
off in the runoff Nov. 4. 
Lech Walesa, the founder 
of the Solidarity movement 
that confronted the com¬ 
munist regime in the 1980s, 
voted wearing a T-shirt with 
the word "Konstytucja"—or 
constitution — a popular 
sign of opposition to the rul¬ 
ing party. 

Sunday's elections were 
the first nationwide test of 
supportforLaw and J ustice 
since it gained control of 
the national government. 


Its policies have produced 
street protests and repeat¬ 
ed clasheswith EU leaders. 
Nationwide turnout was 
51.3 percent, higher than 
in 2014, according to the 
exit poll, which questioned 
voters as they were leaving 
polling stations in 1,160 lo¬ 
cations a cross Poland. 

The election wasforoffices 
ranging from city mayors to 
village councilors. Law and 
Justice party was hoping 
to strengthen its firm grip 
on power, which has been 
buoyed by ha nding out so- 
cial benefits and question¬ 
ing how much authority the 
EU should have over mem¬ 
ber nations.

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Deadly attack amid B>ola outbreak stalls containment efforts

"It will be very hard to stop 
the outbreak if this violence 
continues," said the World 
Health Organization's 
emergencies chief, Peter 
Salama. 

A regional WHO official to Id 
The Associated Press that it 
wasdifficultto say how long 
work would be affected. 
Confirmed Ebola cases 
have reached 202 in this 
outbreak, including 118 
deaths 

Allied Democratic Forces 
rebelsattacked Congolese 
army positions and several 
neighborhoods of Beni on 
Saturday and into Sunday, 
Capt. Mak Hazukay Mon- 
gha told the AP. The U.N. 
peacekeeping mission said 
its troops exchanged fire 
with rebels in Beni's Maya n- 
gose area. 

Angry over the killings, resi¬ 
dents earned four of the 
bodies to the town hall, 
where police dispersed 
them with tear gas While 
some health workers took 
refuge in a local hospital, 
the protesters destroyed 
a number of government 
buildings and blocked all 
traffic, Congo's health min¬ 
istry sa id.

to fulfill the mission entrust¬ 
ed to them,"Health Minister 
Oly llunga said. 'They are 
true heroes, and we will 
continue to take all neces¬ 
sary measures so that they 
can do their job safely." 

On Wednesday, WHO said 
it was "deeply concerned" 
by the outbreak but that it 
does not yet warrant being 
declared a global emer¬ 
gency. An outbreak must 
be "an extraordinary event" 
that might cross borders, 
requiring a coordinated 
response. Confirmed cases 
have been found near the 
heavily traveled border 
with Uganda. 

In the latest example of the 
rumors that pose another 
serious challenge to con¬ 
taining the virus, the health 
ministry said 22 young peo¬ 
ple in Butembo dug up an 
Ebola victim and opened 
the body bag to verify that 
health workers had not tak¬ 
en ongansfrom the body. 
They ended up touching 
highly infectious bodily flu¬ 
ids, the ministry said. 'The 
next day, they agreed to

Taiwan (AP) — One of Tai¬ 
wan's fastest passenger 
trains derailed Sunday on 
a curve along a popular 
weekend route, killing at 
least 18people and injuring 
more than 170 others, au¬ 
thorities said. 

Ihe Puyuma express was 
carrying more than 360 
passengers from a suburb 
of Taipei in the north to 
Taitung, a city on Taiwan's 
southeast coast, when it 
went off the tracks shortly 
before 5 p.m., the govern¬ 
ment said in a statement. 
"There was no immediate 
word on the cause of the 
accident. 

Most of the deaths were in 
the first c a r, a nd it wa s un- 
clear whether other peo¬ 
ple were trapped in the 
train, according to a gov¬ 
ernment spokesman, who 
spoke on the customary 
condition of anonymity. 
Some passengers were 
crushed to death, Minis¬ 
try of National Defense 
spokesman Chen Chung- 
chi said. 

'Their train car turned over. 
They were crushed, so they 


died right away," Chen 
said. 

Earlier, the government 
put the death toll as high 
as 22, but the National Fire 
Agency, citing the Cabinet 
spokesman's office, later 
reduced that figure and 
blamed a miscalculation. 
Photos from the scene just 
south ofthe city of Luodong 
showed the train's cars in 
a zig-zag formation near 
the tracks Five cars were 


turned ontheirsides 
Local television reports said 
passengers tried to escape 
through windows and that 
bystanders gathered to 
help them before rescuers 
arrived. 

Hours after the accident, 
one of the eight cars was 
seen tipped over at about 
a 75-degree angle, with the 
entire right side destroyed. 
Fearing people may be 
trapped beneath the car, 


firefighters with lights on 
their hard hats peered un¬ 
derneath as a crane pre¬ 
pared to upend it. The fire¬ 
fighters were joined by sol¬ 
diers and Buddhist charity 
workers who gathered on 
both sides ofthe tracks. 
Soldiers removed bodiesto 
identify them, but nightfall 
complicated the rescue 
work. 

On a live feed provided by 
Taiwan's United Daily News, 


rescuerscould be seen car¬ 
rying what appeared to be 
a body wrapped in white 
plastic away from the site. 
At the scene, searchers 
walked through an upright 
car with flashlights. The 
sea rch-and-rescue work 

was to continue until early 
Monday to make sure ev¬ 
eryone aboard was ac¬ 
counted for, Premier Wil¬ 
liam Lai told reportersshort¬ 
ly after mid nig ht. 

'The underlying cause 
should be investigated 
to the maximum extent 
to avoid anything like this 
happening in the future," 
Lai said. 'We will make the 
whole thing transparent." 
Ensuring that rail traffic 
goesbackto normal isalso 
a priority, he said. 

Most people who were se¬ 
riously hurt suffered head 
injuriesand one wasbleed- 
ing internally, said Lin Chih- 
min, deputy director of 
Luodong Boai Hospital, 
where four people were in 
intensive care. The hospital 
had treated 65 people to¬ 
tal. The wreck happened at 
a railway station called Hsin 
Ma, but the train was not 
scheduled to stop there.Q

1ARACHULA, Mexico (AP) 

— A nagged army of Hon¬ 
duran migrants streamed 
through southern Mexico 
on Sunday heading toward 
the United States, after 
making an end-run around 
Mexican agents who briefly 
blocked them at the Gua¬ 
temalan bonder. 

They received help at ev¬ 
ery tum from sympathetic 
Mexicans who offered 
food, water and clothing. 
Hundreds of locals driving 
pickups, vans and cargo 
trucks stopped to let them 
clamber a board. 

Besi J aqueline Lopez of the 
Honduran city of San Pedro 
Sula carried a stuffed polar 
bear in a winter cap that 
seemed out of place in the 
tropical heat. It's the favor¬ 
ite — and only — toy of her 
two daughters, 4-year-old 
Victoria and 3-year-old Elis¬ 
abeth, who trudged beside 
hergleaming with sweat. 

A business administration 
graduate, Lopez said she 
couldn't find work back 
home and hopes to reach 
the United States, but 
would stay in Mexico if she 
could find employment 
here. 

"My goal isto find work fora 
betterfuture formy daugh¬ 
ters," she said. 

In dozens of interviews 
along the journey, they 
have said they are fleeing 
widespread violence, pov¬ 
erty and corruption in Hon¬ 
duras 

Guatemala's migration 
agency confirmed thatan- 
othergroup of about 1,000 
migrants crossed into the 
country from Honduras on 
Sunday. 


After praising Mexico for 
its no-nonsense response 
when police at a south¬ 
ern bonder bridge pushed 
the migrants back with riot 
shields and pepper spray, 
U.S. President Donald 
Trump again hammered 
Democratic Party oppo¬ 
nents over what he appar¬ 
ently sees as a winning is¬ 
sue for Republicans a little 
over two weeks ahead of 
midterm elections. 

After blaming the Demo¬ 
crats for "weak laws" on 
immigration a few days 
earlier, Trump said via Twit- 
ten 'The Caravans are a 
disgrace to the Democrat 
party. Change the immi¬ 
gration laws NOW!" 

"Full efforts a re being made 
to stop the onslaught of il¬ 
legal aliens from crossing 
our Souther (sic) Border," 
he said in another tweet. 
"People have to apply for 


asylum in Mexico first, and if 
they fa il to do that, the U.S. 
will tum them away. The 
courtsare asking the U.S. to 
do things that are not do¬ 
able!" 

Hundreds of migrants from 
the caravan did just that- 
applied for refugee status 
in Mexico in the southern 
city of Ciudad Hidalgo. 

But a far bigger group ford¬ 
ed the Suchiate River from 
Guatemala to the Mexican 
side individually and doz- 
ensata time, and resumed 
the tre k a t first lig ht, ma rc fl¬ 
ing 10 abreast on the high¬ 
way. 

'Si se pudo!" they chant¬ 
ed in Spanish — 'Yes, we 
could!" 

The throng grew even larg¬ 
er than when the migrants 
arrived atthe borderbridge 
Friday, swelling overnight to 
5,000 or so. 

It was not immediately 


clear where the additional 
travelers came from since 
about 2,000 had been 
gathered on the Mexican 
side Saturday night. But 
people have been joining 
and leaving the caravan 
daily, some moving at their 
own pace and strung out in 
a series of columns. 

Their destination Sunday 
was the city of Tapachula 
in Chiapas state. Under a 
blazing sun, small groups 
of 20 to 30 paused to rest 
in the shade of trees on the 
side of the road, and by af¬ 
ternoon the caravan had 
evolved into long lines of 
walkers straggling for miles. 
Jesus Valdivia, of Tuxtla 
Chico, Mexico, was one of 
the many who pulled his 
pickup truck over to let 10 
or even 20 migrants hop 
in at a time, sometimes 
causing vehicles' springs to 
groan underthe weight. 


'You have to help the next 
person. Today it's for them, 
tomorrow for us," Valdivia 
said, adding that he was 
getting a valuable gift from 
those he helped: "From 
them we leam to value 
whattheydo not have." 
Passing freight trucks were 
quickly boarded by dozens 
of migrants, and straining 
tuk-tukscarried as many as 
a half-dozen. 

Brenda Sanchez of San Pe¬ 
dro Sula, Honduras, who 
rode in Valdivia'struck with 
three nephews ages 10, 11 
and 19, expressed grati¬ 
tude to 'God and the Mexi- 
canswho have helped us." 
She even had kind words 
for Mexican police: 'We 
are very grateful to them 
because even though they 
closed the doors to us (at 
the border), they are com¬ 
ing behind us taking care 
of us." 

Federal police monitored 
the caravan's progress 
from a helicopter and had 
a few units escorting it. Out¬ 
side Tapachula, about 500 
black-uniformed officers 
briefly gathered along the 
highway on buses and in 
patrol units, but they said 
their orders were to main¬ 
tain traffic and not to stop 
the caravan. They moved 
on toward the city be¬ 
fore the caravan reached 
them. 

As the migrants passed 
through villageson the out¬ 
skirts of Ciudad Hidalgo, 
locals applauded, shouted 
encouragement and do¬ 
nated supplies 
Maria Teresa Orellana, a 
resident of Lorenzo, hand¬ 
ed out sandals. "It'ssolidar¬ 
ity," she said. 'They're our

Vacation brain is our greatest enemy, this condition usually features our guests forgetting to mention things to us, such as the fact they will be 
checking outand sending a guest fortheirfollowing week orthat they are staying with friendsin anothernoom the following week. We don't 
usually get this information until we have finished up all our assignments and sent in everything to the front desk and housekeeping so that they 
have the completed lists. 

Atthatstage all you can do is laugh through the frusta tion, make the necessary changesand send yourthird correction email to all depart- 
mentsagain and hope it is the last time you have to make a change. 

As much as I thought this was a phenomenon isolated to our hotel or our members, in speaking to colleagues from other resorts, it turns out it is 
quite a common issue, which none of us have found a solution to yet. 

We often trade tipson methodswe have tried to remediate the situation such asannouncementsin our newsletters, postson oursocial media 
pages and even being as specific as possible during members meetings about providing us timely information. The only thing that has seemed 
to work hasbeen making notesof these eventsand reviewing past reservations to try and predictthe future pattern. 

It isa hit or miss method as so metimesour guests can surprise you, but so far it has been the most effective combatant against vacation brain. 
At the end of a long Friday we are all happy to pack it up for the day and use our weekends to prepare for the battle ofthe following week. 
One day I do believe usreservationsagentswill win the waragainst Fridays!

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NBA suspends Ingram, Rondo, 
Raul in Lakeis-Rocketsdusbup

IDS ANGELES (AP) - Lak¬ 
ers teammates Brandon 
Ingram and Rajon Rondo 
and Chris Paul of the Rock¬ 
ets were suspended with¬ 
out pay Sunday for an on- 
court fight, with Paul taking 
the heaviest financial hit. 
Ingram wassuspended four 
games, Rondo will sit out 
three games and Paul two 
games. The NBA handed 
down the punishments a 
day after the incident in 
the fourth quarter at Sta- 
plesCenter. 

The penalty was costliest 
to Paul, who was fined a 
total of $491,782. Paul is 
president of the NBA Play¬ 
ers' Association. He began 
serving his suspension Sun- 
daynightand wasn'tatthe 
arena when the Rockets 
played the Clippers. Rondo 
will be docked a total of 
$186,207, while Ingram's to¬ 
tal is $158,816. 

Houston coach Mike 
D'Antoni disagreed with the 
severity of Pa uI's pena Ity. 
"It's just not equitable," he 
said. "If you wanted to sus¬ 
pend him one (game) I get 
it, just to make a statement. 
Then you're talking mon¬ 
etarily, he's paying three 
times more than the other 
guys a re paying for missing 
games? That doesn't seem 
to be right." 

Ingram and Rondo will start 
their suspensions Monday 
night when the Lakers host 
the San Antonio Spurs. 

The league said Ingramwas 
suspended for aggressively 
escalating the altercation 
and throwing a punch in 
the direction of Paul, con¬ 
fronting referee Jason Phil¬ 
lips in a hostile manner, and 
instigating the overall inci¬ 
dent by shoving Rockets 
guard J amesHarden. 

Eric Gordon, who started 
in place of Paul against 
the Clippers, defending 
his teammate, saying, "If 
somebody isattacking you, 
you got to somewhat pro¬ 
tect yourself." 

Rondo has been suspend¬ 
ed for instigating a physical 
altercation with Paul, and 
spitting and throwing multi¬ 
ple punches at the Rockets 


star. Paul was suspended 
for poking at and making 
contact Rondo's face and 
throwing multiple punches 
at him. 

"What is he supposed to 
do? Just stand there and 
get spit on and then take 
a punch in the face and 
say, 'Well, that's OK,'" said 
D'Antoni, who called Ron¬ 
do's spitting "pretty disgust¬ 
ing." 

"In the heat of the moment 
when somebody doesthat, 
that's tough, that's really 
tough," D'Antoni said. 

The Rockets led 109-108 
with 4:13 remaining when 
Ingram fouled Harden and 
then shoved him and con¬ 
fronted Phillips after getting 
a technic a I foul. 

Ingram, Paul and Rondo 
were all ejected. Houston 
won 124-115, spoiling the 
Lakers' home debutforLeB- 
ron J a mes. 

Harden didn't speak to 
reporters before Sunday 
nig ht'sgame. 

'We don't want this to hap¬ 
pen again," said NBA ex¬ 
ecutive vice president Kiki 
VanDeWeghe, who hand¬ 
ed down the penalties. 
"(We are) sending a clear 
message that this is not 
acceptable behavior and 
you cannot do this. So in 
this particular instance, the 
multiple-game suspensions 
are pretty severe both to 
their teams and financially 
to the players." 

The suspension to Ingram is 
the longest for an on-court 
incident since April 2012, 
when Metta World Peace 
of the Lakers received sev¬ 
en games. World Peace 
elbowed Harden, who 
was then playing for Okla¬ 
homa City, in a game also 
at Staples Center to eam 
that penalty, the irony be¬ 
ing Harden is the one who 
Ingram fouled to start Sat¬ 
urday's fracas. 

There have been longer 
suspensions in recent years, 
but none foran on-court al¬ 
tercation than what Ing ram 
got. 

'We have so few of these 
and we're very lucky in that 
regard," VanDeWeghe 
said. 'This game is played 
with a lot of passion and it's

an aggressive game and 
obviously there is contact 
in the game. Our players 
play with a lot of respect 
for each other and for ev¬ 
erybody else." 

With Paul and Rondo, that 
hasn't always the case. 
They have a history of rais¬ 
ing the ire of the other, go¬ 
ing back to at least 2009 
during a Boston-New Or¬ 
leans game. Rondo was 
with the Celtics and Paul 
with the Hometswhen play¬ 
ers from both sides had to 
get between the two point 
guards as tempers seemed 
to flare aftera game where 
they got tangled up in the 
second quarter. 
VanDeWeghe clearly indi¬ 
cated that Rondo did not 


acknowledge spitting on 
Paul. "Rajon has his own 
view of what happened," 
VanDeWeghe said. "I think 
that we had a clear view 


that, howeveryou want to 
interpret it, that there was 
a spitting in Chris Paul's di¬ 
rection. I think I'm going to 
leave itatthat'O 
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Chargers withstand Titans' late rally, hold on for 20-19 win

LONDON (AP) — The Los 

Angeles Chargers' Adrian 
Phillips believes the Tennes¬ 
see Titans made the right 
decision to go for a po¬ 
tential go-ahead 2-pointer 
with 31 seconds remaining 
— and not just because it 
fa iled. 

Phillips broke up Marcus 
Mariota's passattempt, the 
Titans' second after a de¬ 
fensive penalty on the first 
attempt, and the Chargers 
held on fora 20-19 victory 
on Sunday at Wembley 
Stadium. 

It was the fourth consecu¬ 
tive victoryforthe Chargers 
(5-2), who weathered the 
absence of running back 
Melvin Gordon to a ham¬ 
string injury and relied upon 
theirdefense to pull out the 
win. "It was a great deci¬ 
sion,"Phillipssa id. 'That'sthe 
game right there. If I'm the 
head coach, I go forit, too. 
You have the momentum. 
You just (went) 70 yards 
You've got one of the big¬ 
gest running backs in the 
game, one of the best run¬ 
ning quarterbacks in the 
game and one of the best 


third-down running backs 
in the game — and a re- 
ceivercorpsthat had been 
doing good all game — so 
why not?" 

The Titans (3-4) drove 89 
yardsoverthe final 4:55 be¬ 
fore Mariota's 1-yand pass 
to tight end Luke Stocker 
pulled them within one 
point. 


Mariota, who went 24 for 
32 for 237 yards with an in¬ 
terception, thought he had 
scored the touchdown 
himself. 

With 40 seconds left, he 
ran 3yardson a draw and 
stretched forthe end zone, 
but replay showed that he 
wasdown inchesshy of the 
goal line. 


AfterStockerscored, Mario¬ 
ta's first attempt was a pass 
intended for Tajae Sharp, 
an incompletion negated 
by a defensive holding call 
on the Chargers' Casey 
Hayward, and his second, 
toward Taywan Taylor, was 
tipped by Phillips. 

"I loved the call," Mariota 
said. "I love that he has 
confidence in us to go 
make that. We just didn't 
execute." 

Gordon entered the game 
third in the NFL in rush¬ 
ing with 466 yards and 
had scored a total of nine 
touchdowns this season, 
but was ruled out after 
an unsuccessful pregame 
workout. 

Austin Ekeler, in his second 
season, earned his first sta rt 
in Gordon's place and ran 
for 42 yards on 12 carries, 
but it was quarterback Phil¬ 
ip Rivers who shouldered 
the burden for the Char¬ 
gers. 

Rivers, who completed 19 
of 26 passes for 306 yards, 
threw two touchdown 
passes — one that went 75 
yards to TyreII Williams on 
Los Angeles' first play from 
scrimmage, and one that 
traveled 55 yards to Mike 
Williams to cap the first 
drive of the second half. 
The Titans trailed 10-6 at 
halftime after two field 
goals by Ryan Succop. 
After Mike Williams scored, 
the Titans ended their 
10-quarter skid without a 


touchdown when Der¬ 
rick Henry ran 1 yard into 
the end zone with 9:43 left 
in the third quarter to pull 
within 17-13. 

Michael Badgley made his 
second of two field goals, 
Succop missed from 51 
yards and after holding 
Los Angeles, the Titans pre¬ 
pared theirfinal charge. 
Dion Lewis ran for 91 yards 
on 13 carries, including a 
36-yard gain on the final 
drive that moved Tennes¬ 
see into the Chargers' terri¬ 
tory, and Tajae Sharpe had 
seven catchesfora career- 
high 101 yards. 

TEMPERS FLARE 
Rivers and wide receiver 
Keenan Allen were shout¬ 
ing at each otherand had 
to be held apart after an 
incompletion to Mike Wil¬ 
liams in the end zone on 
third-and-7 early in the 
fourth quarter. 

Allen, who had beaten Ti¬ 
tans comerback Logan 
Ryan on the play and was 
wide open, kicked a pylon 
in frustration before target¬ 
ing Rivers. 

"He ran a route so good 
that he felt like he needed 
the ball — and he should," 
Rivers said. 'That's fine. At 
the same time, the cover¬ 
age was going his way, so 
I went somewhere else. It's 
a passionate, emotional 
game. That won't be the 
last argument that any of 
us have on the sideline and 
I won't worry about itafter2 
seconds." 

A BAD DECISION

tion of his career at the 
Chargers 4-yard line with 30 
sec o nd s left in the first ha If. 
"That was a big mistake," 
Mariota said. "I should have 
moved onto my second 
read and maybe we would 
have had a shot."

KANSAS CITY, Kan. (AP) — 

Chase Elliott first had to fig¬ 
ure out how to win at NAS 
CAR's top level. Now that 
he's got that handled, the 
son of 1988 champion Bill 
Elliott is chasing a title of his 
own. 

Elliottwon atKansasSpeed- 
way on Sunday for his sec¬ 
ond victory in three races, 
cementing himself as a 
title threat late in a season 
in which mighty Hendrick 
Motorsports has lagged. 
He needed 98 career starts 
and maybe a dozen near- 
misses before he finally 
closed out his first Cup vic¬ 
tory. 

"Fhe breakthrough victory 
11 events ago sparked El¬ 
liott's performance in NAS 
CAR's playoffs, the second 
round bookended by a 
pair of Elliott victories Elliott 
opened the round with a 
win at Dover and closed it 
with the Kansas victory. 
"We're going to keep the 
hammer down," Elliott said. 
"I feel like we are among 
those guys that you have 
to beat, and I think that is 
all you can ask for." 

Elliott is the only Hendrick 
driver and single Chevrolet 
representative in the round 
of eight. Hendrick team¬ 
mate Jimmie Johnson, a 
seven-time champion, was 
eliminated in the first round 
of the playoffs and Alex 
Bowman was knocked out 
Sunday. 

Also eliminated Sunday 
were Team Penske team¬ 
mates Ryan Blaney and 
Brad Keselowski, both win¬ 
ners in the first round of the 
playoffs, and Kyle Larson. 
Larson needed to win to 
make it into the third round 
and was frantically chas¬ 
ing Elliott in the closing laps 
but settled for third. He was 
docked 10 points by NAS 
CAReariierthisweekforan 
infraction at Talladega, his 


team lost two appeals of 
the penalty and he was in 
a must-win situation at Kan¬ 
sas 

"I'm actually glad thatnoth- 
ing stupid tookusoutofthe 
playoffs this year—we had 
that battery come out at 
Dovera couple yearsago, 
blew up an engine here last 
year," Larson said. "I would 
have liked to have made it 
into the next round, but I'm 
glad (elimination) wasn't 
anything other than just us 
not performing where we 
needed to be that kept us 
out of the next round." 
Advancing into the third 
round of the playoffs were 
Elliott, Kyle Busch, Kurt 
Busch, Martin Truex Jr., 
Kevin Harvick, Clint Bowyer, 
Aric Almirola and Joey Lo- 
gano. 

Ste wart-Ha as Racing ha sail 
four of its cars in the round 
of eight and Ford has five 
of the slots. Toyota has two 
entrants in Kyle Busch and 
defending series cham¬ 
pion Truex. Elliott is the only 
representative from Chevy 
and Hendrick, which has 
struggled this year with a 
new Camara and a young 
driver lineup. 

NASCAR's so-called "Big 
Three" of Ha rvic k, Truex a nd 
Kyle Busch are still in the 
playoffs. Harvick, winner of 
the second stage Sunday, 
and Kyle Busch, the runner- 
up to Elliott, have looked 
like championship con¬ 
tenders all season. Truex 
has been hot in spurts but 
was fifth at Kansas, where 
he swept both races last 
season. 

'This stuff is hard man. It 
shows how difficult it is 
you know to win both rac¬ 
es here last year and run 
second in the spring and 
then come back trying to 
be better and struggle all 
day,"Truex said. 

Keselowski briefly flirted 
with a title run by reeling 
off three consecutive vic¬ 


tories, but he ran out of gas 
last week when Talladega 
went into overtime and it 
crushed his momentum. He 
was sixth Sunday. 

"We needed something to 
step up, but it just wasn't 
there," Keselowski said. "I 
am proud of what we did 
down the stretch of the 
year. We won three races 
... butof course the ultimate 
goal is to win a champion¬ 
ship a nd we won't ha ve a n 
opportunity to do that this 
year." Elliott has now taken 
over Keselowski's slot as a 
late challenger to the "Big 
Three." 

'This is a huge time of year. 
We've got a lot of work to 
do and a long ways to go," 
Elliott said.

SINGAPORE (AP) — Karo¬ 
lina Pliskova and Elina Svi- 
tolina secured opening 
round-robin match wins at 
the W1A Finalson Sunday. 
Pliskova, who now leads 
the tour with 48 wins this 
season, defeated defend¬ 
ing champion Caroline 
Wozniacki of Denmark 6-2, 
6-4 in the second match. 
Pliskova saved all 10 break 
points she faced in the 
match, including two when 
serving for the match in 
the final game. The Czech 
closed out the match on a 
third match point with an 
ace. 

Earlier, Elina Svitolina of 
Ukraine ended a seven- 
match losing streakagainst 
Petra Kvitova ofthe Czech 
Republic fora 6-3, 6-3 win. 
The seventh-ranked Svito¬ 
lina, making her second 
consecutive appearance 
in Singapore, only earned 
qualification to this year's 
tournament last week when 
Dutchwoman Kiki Be (tens 
failed to reach the Moscow 
semifinals. Later, Bertens 
made the final eight when 
No. 1-ranked Simona Halep 
withdrew with a herniated 
disk in herback. 

"It's very nice to be back 
in Singapore and I'm very, 
very happy with the match 
tonight," Svitolina told the 
crowd. "I had to stay fo¬ 
cused and be strong men¬ 


tally. I had to play quickly 
and keep moving my feet 
so I need a massage now. 
'You have to play yourbest 
level because everybody is 
very strong playing here." 
Svitolina, who now holds 
a 1-0 record in the White 
Group, had only beaten 
Kvitova once before in their 
first match at the 2014 Cin¬ 
cinnati tournament. Sun¬ 
day's victory was Svitolina's 
first win against a top-10 
opponent since May. 

The Ukrainian player briefly 


left the post-match news 
conference but later re¬ 
turned. 

"I'm just not feeling good," 
said Svitolina after return¬ 
ing. A W1A spokesperson 
said Svitolina indicated she 
was feeling light-headed 
with slight nausea. 

The fifth-ranked Kvitova, 
who won the year-end 
title in 2011, never looked 
settled and struggled with 
her serve throughout the 
1 hour, 29 minutes match. 
Her first serve percentage 


was only 55, which made 
the task of beating Svitolina 
near impossible. 

She double-faulted seven 
times in the match, includ¬ 
ing on set point in the first 
for Svitolina. Six of Kvitova's 
seven double faults came 
in the first set. 

"I think she really played 
very consistent," Kvitova 
said. 'Overall, yeah, it 
wasn't the best start, but 
the good thing is that there 
is still a chance to play bet¬ 
ter and to improve, and 


maybe go somewhere for¬ 
ward." 

The Czech surrendered her 
serve in the opening game 
of the match but man¬ 
aged to recoup the break 
in the next game. But she 
was broken twice more in 
the first set to fall behind. 
Svitolina set up the second 
set win by breaking Kvito¬ 
va's serve to go ahead 4-2. 
Svitolina said her win was 
an answer to any sugges¬ 
tions she didn't deserve to 
play here, having qualified 
so late forthe draw. 
'Winning this match defi¬ 
nitely gives me lots of con¬ 
fidence," Svitolina said. 'This 
win ... I want to take as 
one to go forward, and for 
all those people and hat¬ 
ers that were saying that I 
don't deserve to be here 
and I'm not good." 

Kvitova, who came into Sin¬ 
gapore with a tour-leading 
five titles this season, and 
Wozniacki now stand at 0-1 
in the White Group stand¬ 
ings 

Wozniacki came into the 
late match with a 6-3 ca¬ 
reer record over Pliskova, 
including their last meeting 
in the round-robin portion 
of la st yea r's W1A Fina Isq 
Wozniacki's best effort in 
the match was saving two 
match points on her serve 
in the ninth game of the 
second set.Q

Koepka is the third player

Rose and Thomas The last 
time that happened was 
in 1997, when Ernie Els, Tom 
Lehman and Tiger Woods 
each rose to No. 1. 

It was Koepka's 12th vic¬ 
tory worldwide, including 
four wins on the European 
Challenge Tour. He now 
has won in six countries 
- the U.S., South Korea, 
Spain, Italy, Turkey and 
Scotland. 

"Everything I've done this 
year it's been working. So I 
don't want to change any¬ 
thing," Koepka said. 'Just 
keep improving. 

"I'm so excited right now, 
you have no idea. I can't 
wait to go play again." 

He'll get his chance soon.

Yet for all their rich history 
— dating back to Babe 
Ruth on the mound — the 
Boston Red Sox and Los An¬ 
geles Dodgers have rarely 
crossed pathsheading into 
this World Series. Only once 
before in October, and 
that was more than a cen¬ 
tury ago. 

In fact, Clayton Kershaw 
has never even pitched at 
Fenway Park. 

Consider this: Going into 
Game 1 on Tuesday night, 
the Dodgers have beaten 
the Red Sox in Boston just 
one time. 

That came on June 12, 
2004. And guess who 
scored and drove in a run 
forthe Dodgers during that 
14-5 romp? 

Alex Cora, now the rookie 
manager of the Red Sox. 
One of his teammates that 
afternoon — Dave Roberts, 
ready to lead Los Angeles 
into its second straight Fall 
C la ssic. 

'Two storied franchises, that 
draw more interest," Red 
Sox second baseman Ian 
Kinslersaid Sunday. 

Robertsissure to draw a big 
cheer when the teams line 
up for pregame introduc¬ 
tions. He's still a fan favor¬ 
ite in Boston for his daring 
stolen base that sparked 
an unprecedented come¬ 
back from a 3-0 deficit 
against Mariano Rivera

MVP candidate Mookie 
Betts and the Red Sox post¬ 
ed a team-record 108wins, 
a big payoff forthe team 
with the top payroll in the 
game. Boston pushed past 
New York in the AL Division 
Series and then quickly 
dispatched the defend¬ 
ing champion Astros in the 
ALCS. 

A tremendous right fielder, 
Betts might move to sec¬ 
ond base when the Series 
shifts to Dodger Stadium. 
That would be to make 
room for sluggerj .D. Marti¬ 
nez when the Red Sox lose 
theirdesignated hitterslot. 
Boston opened as a slight 
betting favorite over Los 
Angeles. 

'That'sthe best team in the 
game right now. We re¬ 
spect that," Dodgers closer 
Kenley Jansen said. "But 
know that we're good." 

C hris Sa le is set to pitc h the 
opener for the Red Sox.

On the basketball court, 
LosAngelesand Boston are 
certainly intertwined with 
championships on the line, 
going all the way back to 
the days of Bill Russell, Elgin 
Baylor, Bob Cousy and J er- 
ry West. 

On the diamond, not so 
much for these formidable 
franchises 

They first tangled for real 
in the 1916 World Series. 
The Babe pitched all 14 in¬ 
nings— in a tidy 2 hours, 32 
minutes — as Boston beat 
Brooklyn 2-1 in Game 2. 
Though Fenway opened 
fouryearsearlier, the game 
was played at Braves Field, 
home of the city's NL fran¬ 
chise, because it held more 
people.

went their own ways, on 
and off the field.

The Red 
Sox were the last team in 
the majors to have a black 
player, in 1959 with Pump- 
sie Green. 

Decades later, the teams 
made history together. 
They drew an announced 
crowd of 115,300 — the 
largest ever for a baseball 
game — for an exhibition 
at the Coliseum in 2008 to 
mark the 50th anniversary 
of the Dodgers' move to 
LosAngeles. 

Overall, the Red Sox a re 8-7 
against the Dodgers since 
interleague play began in 
1997. Boston hasn't host¬ 
ed LA since 2010, and the 
teams haven't squared off 
since 2016.

Manny 
Ramirez was an eccen¬ 
tric slugger for the Red Sox 
who took his act to Man- 
nywood out West. Nomar 
Garciaparra, Adrian Beltre 
and Rickey Henderson are 
among the stars who spent 
time with both teams So 
has Dodgers starter Rich 
Hill — in 2015, the Boston- 
area native was pitching 
with the independent Long 
Island Ducks when he resur¬ 
rected his career with the 
Red Sox. And there was 
that late-season trade six 
years ago that sent Adrian 
Gonzalez, Josh Beckett 
and Carl Crawford from 
Boston to LosAngeles in a 
huge salary dump.

Outside of bland assuranc- 
esfrom his investment com¬ 
pany, no one seems quite 
sure. 

Allen died in Seattle from 
complications of non- 
Hodgkin's lymphoma, ac¬ 
cording to his company 
Vulcan Inc. He was 65. He 
never married and had no 
children, and details of his 
estate aren't known. 

Forbes recently estimated 
Allen's net worth at $20.3 
billion. He used much of 
the money he made from 
Microsoft — whose Win¬

You 
have to build software and 
systems securely or you're 
doomed .□

previously invested more 
than $20 million in Space- 
ShipOne, the first privately 
financed and manned 
rocket to reach the edge 
of space (though not Earth 
orbit).

One of Allen's more esoter¬ 
ic ventures is Stratolaunch, 
which is building an enor¬ 
mous twin-fuselage jet air¬ 
craft designed to launch 
satellites from high alti- 
tudesThe vehic le hasyetto 
make its first flight, although 
the company hosted Vice 
President Mike Pence at its 
Mojave, California, hangar 
during a 2017 visit. 

But Stratolaunch isn't com¬ 
menting on its post-Allen 
future. A representative 
for the company declined 
comment, saying "now is 
the time to focus on Paul's 
life and allow hisfamilyand 
friends to grieve." 

Vulcan likewise declined 
comment beyond this reas¬ 
surance offered in a state¬ 
ment: "Paul thoughtfully 
addressed how the many 
institutions he founded and 


supported would continue 
afterhe wasno longerable 
to lead them." Company 
representatives declined 
to discuss specifics given 
his recent passing but said 
there are no imminent 
changes planned for the 
number of institutions and 
programs that Allen led 
and funded. 

In the world of big-ticket 
philanthropy, meanwhile, 
it's rare for a foundation 
to have no obvious next- 
generation heirs, said Amir 
Pa sic, d ea n of the Lilly Fa m- 
ily Sc hool of Phila nthropy at 
Indiana University. 

'Clearly, there wasn't a pre¬ 
programmed plan to insti¬ 
tute on day one after his 
passing," Pa sic said. 

Allen was tied to many 
high-profile endeavors, in¬ 
cluding commercial real 
estate work redeveloping 
Seattle's South Lake Union 
neighborhood forAmazon. 
com'surban campus, own¬ 
ership of the NFL's Seattle 
Sea hawks and the NBA's 
Portland Trail Blazers, and 
even funding underwater 
expeditions that made im¬ 
portant shipwreck discov¬ 
eries. 

Around town, his legacy 
is etched on a portfolio of 
research institutes, muse¬ 
ums, school buildings, en¬ 
dowments and programs. 
Allen over his lifetime had 
given more than $2 billion 
to efforts aimed at improv¬ 
ing education, science, 
technology, conserva¬ 
tion and communities. He 
tackled climate change, 
advanced brain research 
and supported his native 
Seattle through funding for 
homelessness services and 
cultural institutions. 

Allen was a strong backer 
of Bill Gates and Warren 
Buffett's "Giving Pledge" to 
donate the majority of their 
wealth to charity, said Jon 
Lazarus, a friend of Allen's 
for more than three de¬ 


cades who collaborated 
with him on a number of 
technology projectsAI- 
len's 'tactical" investments 
in brain science and artifi¬ 
cial intelligence research, 
where he provided guid¬ 
ance as well as money, 
were particularly notable, 
Lazarus said. Allen speci¬ 
fied that the results of the 
brain research, for exam¬ 
ple, should remain publicly 
available. 

Allen's sister, J ody Allen, co¬ 
founded their 30-year-old 
Paul G. Allen Family Foun¬ 
dation. She's listed asitsdi- 
rectorand president on the 
private nonprofit founda¬ 
tion's la test IRS taxfiling from 
the 2016 fiscal year, which 
indicates it held net assets 
worth $756 million, much of 
it from investments 
"The next step is for the 
board to vote on a new 
chairman and any chang¬ 
es to the endowment or

the lowest sales pace since 
November 2015. 

Hurricane Florence 

dragged sales in North 
Carolina, but even exclud¬ 
ing the storm's effects, sales 
would have fallen more 
than 2 percent, the NAR 
said. After reaching the 
highest level in a decade 
last year, sales of exist¬ 
ing homes have declined 
steadily in 2018 amid rap¬ 
id price increases, higher 
mortgage rates and a tight 
supply of available houses. 


Still, analysts a re mostly op¬ 
timistic about the broader 
economy. Most forecast 
growth will top 3 percentat 
an annual rate in the J uly- 
Septemberquarter, aftera 
robust expansion of 4.2 per¬ 


cent in the second quarter. 
"Housing is no longer a tail 
wind for the economy, but 
the headwindsare blowing 
very gently," said Michelle 
Meyer, an economist at 
Bank of America Merrill 


Lynch, before the report 
wasre leased. 

Housing will likely weak¬ 
en further in the coming 
months September's weak¬ 
ness came before mort¬ 
gage rates jumped further 


this month to their highest 
levels in seven years Sales 
fell 4.1 percent in Septem- 
berfrom a yearago. 
'Without a doubt there is 
a clear shift in the market," 
said Lawrence Yun, chief 
economist at the National 
Association of Realtors. 

One sign of the shift is that 
demand for existing homes 
is slowing. Home prices 
are rising at a slower rate 
and the supply of avail¬ 
able houses, while low, is 
increasing. Buyer traffic has 
also declined, Yun said. 

And with rents also stabiliz¬ 
ing in many cities, many 
would-be buyers may not 
feel as much pressure to 
buy a new home.

American Expressprofitsjump 22 percent; beating forecasts

NEW YORK (AP) — Ameri¬ 
can Express said its third 
quarter profits jumped by 
22 percentfrom a yearear- 
lier, asthe credit card giant 
benefited from a lower tax 
rate and increased spend¬ 
ing onthe company'scred- 
it cards. 

The New York-based com¬ 
pany said it earned a profit 
of $1.65 billion, or $1.88 
a share, which is up from 
$1.36 billion, or $1.51 a 
share, in the same period a 
year ago. The results beat 
analysts' expectations, who 
were looking for AmEx to 
earn $1.77a share, accord¬ 
ing to FactSet. 

'We delivered strong results 
this quarter driven by high- 
ercard member spending, 
fee income and loans,"said 
Stephen Squeri, the com¬ 
pany's chairman and chief 
executive officer. Squeri 
took over AmEx early this 
year, when then CEO Ken¬ 
neth C hena ult retired. 

The results came as Ameri¬ 
can Express faces a much 
more competitive land¬ 


scape than it did only a 
couple years ago. The 
Chase Sapphire Reserve 
Card byJPMorgan Chase 
became a major product 
in the premium credit card 
market, something that 
solely belonged to Ameri¬ 
can Express with its Plati¬ 
num Card. 

In response, AmEx has 
been adding benefits to its 
cards, like a $15-a-month 
credit on Uber, or, with the 
recently revamped Gold 
Card, a $10-a-month credit 
on select dining outlets. 
Meanwhile, AmEx has been 
raising the annual fees on 
its cards to make up for 
the increased benefits — 
something that appears 
notto be driving away new 
or existing customers. Total 
cards in force grew by 7 
percentfrom a yeareariier, 
despite the fee increases 
American Express card us 
ers spent $294.7 billion on 
their cards globally last 
quarter, an 8 percent jump 
from a year earlier. In the 
U.S., the company's largest 
market, card user spend¬ 
ing wasup 10 percentfrom 


a year earlier. AmEx takes 
a fee from merchants for 
each time their cards are 
used. 

AmEx has also been en¬ 
couraging itsusersto main¬ 
tain a balance on their 
cards as well, collecting 
more interest income par¬ 
ticularly as interest rates 
rise. Total loans held by 
AmEx users were $77.6 bil¬ 
lion in the quarter, up from 
$67.9 billion a yeareariier. 
That helped contribute to 


a 20 percent rise in interest 
revenue this quarter. 

But that move into lending 
comes with a risk that so me 
customers will be unable 
to repay their debts. The 
company's net charge-off 
rate, or the percentage of 
loans AmEx sees as unre¬ 
coverable, creeped up to 
2.5 percent from 2.1 per- 
centa yeareariier. That fig¬ 
ure still remains among the 
lowest in the industry, but it 
has been moving higher or 


holding steady for several 
quarters now. 

Despite the rise in delin¬ 
quencies, American Ex¬ 
press Chief Financial Of¬ 
ficer Jeff Campbell said 
the defaults are "slightly 
betterthan what we previ¬ 
ously expected." Like other 
large companies, AmEx 
also benefited from a lower 
tax rate this quarter, due 
to the Republican tax law 
that was enacted late last 
year. The amount that the 
company set aside to pay 
income taxes was down 2 
percentfrom a yeareariier, 
even though AmEx's rev- 
enuesand profitsgrew. 
AmEx shares were up 0.5 
percent to $103.40 in after- 
market trading .Q

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Immunotherapy scores a first win against some breastcancers

For the first time, one of 
the new immunotherapy 
drugs has shown promise 
against breast cancer in a 
large study that combined 
it with chemotherapy to 
treat an aggressive form of 
the disease. But the benefit 
for most women was small, 
raising questions about 
whether the treatment is 
worth its high cost and side 
effects. 

Results were discussed Sat¬ 
urday at a cancer confer¬ 
ence in Munich and pub¬ 
lished by the New England 
J oumal of Medicine. 

Drugs called checkpoint 
inhibitors have transformed 
treatment of many types 
of cancer by removing a 
chemical brake that keeps 
the immune system from 
killing tumor cells. Their dis¬ 
covery recently earned sci¬ 
entists a Nobel Prize. Until 
now, though, they haven't 
proved valuable against 
breast cancer. 

The new study tested one 
from Roche called Te- 
centriq plus chemo ver¬ 
sus chemo alone in 902 
women with advanced 


triple-negative breast can¬ 
cer. About 15 percent of 
cases are this type — their 
growth is not fueled by the 
hormones estrogen or pro¬ 
gesterone, orthe gene that 
Herceptin targets, making 
them hard to treat. 

Women in the study who 
received Tecentriq plus 
chemo went two months 
longer on average with¬ 
out their cancer worsening 
compared with those on 
chemo alone — a modest 


benefit.The combo did not 
significantly improve sur¬ 
vival in an early look before 
long-term follow-up iscom- 
plete. 

Previous studies found that 
immunotherapies work 
best in patients with high 
levels of a protein that the 
drugs target, and the plan 
forthe breast cancer study 
called for analyzing how 
women fared according to 
that factor if Tecentriq im¬ 
proved survival overall. 


The drug failed that test, 
but researchers still looked 
at protein-level results and 
saw encouraging signs 
Women with high levels 
who received the combo 
treatment lived roughly 25 
months on average versus 
about 15 months for wom¬ 
en given chemo alone. 
That's a big difference, but 
it will ta ke more time to see 
if there's a reliable way to 
predict benefit, said Dr. 
Jennifer Utton of the MD 
Anderson Cancer Center 
in Houston. She had no role 
in running the study but en¬ 
rolled some patients in it, 
and oversees 14 others test¬ 
ing immunotherapies. 
'We're really hopeful that 
we can identify a group 
of women who can get a 
much bigger and longer 
response,"she said. 

Another breast cancer 
spec ia list with no role in the 
study, Dr. Michael Hassett 
at Dana-Farber Cancer In¬ 
stitute in Boston, said he felt 
"cautious excitement" that 
immunotherapy may prove 
helpful for certain breast 
cancerpatients. 

Side effects need a close 
look, both doctors said. 


Nearly all study participants 
had typical chemo side ef¬ 
fects such as nausea or low 
blood cell counts, but seri¬ 
ous ones were more com¬ 
mon with the combo treat¬ 
ment and twice as many 
women on it stopped treat¬ 
ment forthat reason. 

Three of the six deaths from 
side effects in the combo 
group were blamed on the 
treatment itself; only one 
of three such deaths in the 
chemo group was. 
Costisanotherconcem. Te¬ 
centriq is $12,500 a month. 
The chemo in this study 
was Celgene's Abraxane, 
which costs about $3,000 
per dose plus doctor fees 
forthe IV treatments Older 
chemo drugs cost less but 
require patients to use a 
steroid to prevent allergic 
reactions that might inter¬ 
fere with the immunother¬ 
apy. Abraxane waschosen 
because itavoidsthe need 
fora steroid, said one study 
leader, Dr. Sylvia Ada ms of 
NYU Langone Health. 

The study was sponsored 
by Roche and many study 
leaders consult or work for 
the company orown stock 
in it.Q 


Europe, Japan send spacecraft on 7-year journey Id Mercury

TOKYO (AP) — Europe¬ 
an and Japanese space 
agencies said an Ariane 
5 rocket successfully lifted 
a spacecraft carrying two 
probes into orbit Saturday 
for a joint mission to Mer¬ 
cury, the closest planet to 
the sun. 

The European Space Agen¬ 
cy and the Japan Aero¬ 
space Exploration Agen¬ 
cy said the unmanned 
BepiColombo spacecraft 
successfully separated and 
was sent into orbit from 
French Guiana as planned 
to begin a seven-year jour¬ 
ney to Mercury. 

They said the spacecraft, 
named after Italian scien¬ 
tist Giuseppe "Bepi" Colom¬ 
bo, was in the right orbit 
and has sent the first signal 
after the liftoff. 

ESA says the 1.3 billion-euro 
($1.5 billion) mission is one 
of the most challenging 


in its history. Mercury's ex¬ 
treme temperatures, the in¬ 
tense gravity pull of the sun 
and blistering solar radia¬ 
tion make for hellish condi¬ 
tions. 

The BepiColombo space¬ 
craft will have to follow an 
elliptical path that involves 
a fly-by of Ea rth, two of Ve¬ 
nus and six of Mercury itself 
so it can slow down before 
arriving at its destination in 
Dec ember 2025. 

When it arrives, BepiColom¬ 
bo will release two probes 
— Bepi and Mio — that will 
independently investigate 
the surface and magnetic 
field of Mercury. The probes 
are designed to cope with 
temperatures varying from 
430 degrees Celsius (806 F) 
on the side facing the sun, 
and -180 degrees Celsius 
(-292 F) in Mercury's shad¬ 
ow. 

The ESA-developed Bepi 
will operate in Mercury's in¬ 
ner orbit, and JAXA's Mio 
will be in the outer orbit to 


gather data that would re¬ 
veal the internal structure 
of the planet, its surface 
and geological evolution. 
Scientists hope to build 
on the insights gained by 
NASA's Messenger probe, 
which ended its mission in 
2015 after a four-year orbit 
of Mercury. The only other 
spacecraft to visit Mercury 
was NASA's Mariner 10 that 
flew past the planet in the 
mid-1970s. 

Mercury, which is only 
slightly larger than Earth's 
moon, has a massive iron 
core about which little is 
known. Researchers are 
also hoping to leam more 
about the formation of the 
solar system from the data 
gathered by the BepiCo¬ 
lombo mission. 

"Beyond completing the 
challenging journey, this 
mission will return a huge 
bounty of science," said 
Jan Womer, ESA Director 
General, in a statement.^

Levert, 76, said he feels like 
he's stepped back in time 
to when he was a child in 
Alabama and the Ku Klux 
Klan was terrorizing people. 
He watched with alarm 
as white supremacists are 
walking through U.S. city 
streets once more. 

"Now, it seems like we've 
done a 360-degree turn 
and gone back to those 
same times when they 
can hang and shoot and 
kill people just because 
of their color," Levert said. 
'Walter and myself, we're 
living this twice.

Williams and Levert formed 
the band in Canton, Ohio, 
in 1963, alternating as lead 
singers.

Universal Pictures said Sun¬ 
day that "Halloween" took 
in an estimated $77.5 mil¬ 
lion in ticket sales from 
North American theaters 
It captured first place at 
the box office with the sec¬ 
ond-highest horror open¬ 
ing of all time, behind last 
year's "It." 

It also marked the second 
highest October open¬ 
ing ever behind "Venom's" 
$80.3 million launch earlier 
this month. 

The studio also says it's the 
biggest movie opening 
ever with a female lead 
over 55, in star Jamie Lee 
Curtis.

Reviews have been largely 


positive for the new install¬ 
ment, with an 80 percent 
fresh rating on Rotten To¬ 
matoes and a B+Cinema 
Score from audiences that 
were mostly older (59 per¬ 
cent over25) and male (53 
percent). Internationally, 
"Halloween" earned $14.3 
million from 23 markets.

'The Witch Elm: a Novel" 
(Viking), by Tana French 
By now we are accus¬ 
tomed to Tana French's en¬ 
grossing, eloquently written 
murder plots solved by the 
Dublin Murder Squad. This 


time, however, she's left 
the police to work behind 
closed doors and intro¬ 
duces her first stand-alone 
novel, 'The Witch Elm." 

We meet Toby on the night 
he'sbrutally assaulted in his 
apartment. This is only the 
beginning of his problems 
as he soon finds himself 
disabled and living with his 
dying uncle, Hugo. Then a 
skull is found in the garden 
of the family home, bring¬ 
ing with itendlessquestions: 
To whom did it belong? 
How did it get there? What 
if Toby doesn't know himself 
a swell a she thought? 

While past novels con¬ 
tained snarky, quick-witted 
characters, this book intro¬ 
duces French's first bloke 
who properly demands at 
least a handful of spit-your- 
drink-out laughs With that, 
Toby's quips never fight for 


center stage. As always, 
mystery combined with 
characters worth caring 
aboutglide the story along. 
French burrowsdeeply into 
her victim's psyche, pluck¬ 
ing out his thoughts and 
presenting them with such 
elegantly worded descrip¬ 
tions one may think the 
author has nestled herself 
in an armchair squarely in 
To by's fro nta I c o rtex. 

The primary setting, Uncle 
Hugh's ivy-covered house 
with its book-filled study, 
earthy garden brimming 
with plants and kitchen 
complete with casseroles 
and cousins serves the plot 
well.

IDS ANG ELES (AP) — Jonah 
Hill has always wanted to 
direct. He worshipsfilmmak- 
ers and has treated what 
he describes as an "ac¬ 
cidental" but "wonderful" 
15-year acting careerasa 
partial film school, learning 
from people like Bennett 
Miller, who directed him 
in "Moneyball" and Martin 
Scorsese on ,r The Wolf of 
Wall Street." But Hill didn't 
just wa nt to ma ke a ny film, 
he wanted to have some¬ 
thing to say, and the con¬ 
fidence and "emotional 
maturity" required to lead 
people 

He settled on a coming- 
of-age story, which he 
laughs is a 'tried and true" 
formula for a first film. It's 
about a 13-year-old boy, 
Stevie (Sunny Suljic), grow¬ 
ing up in Los Angeles with 
a single mother (Kather¬ 
ine Waterston), an abusive 
older brother (Lucas Hedg¬ 
es) who finds solace (and 
quite a bit of trouble) with 
bunch of local skateboard¬ 
ers (newcomers Na-kel 
Smith, Olan Prenatt, Ryder 
McLaughli and Gio Gali¬ 
cia). 

It took Hill three years to 
write "Mid90s" which is now 
playing in limited release 
before it expands nation¬ 
wide. Forthe shoot, he and 
his crew painstakingly rec¬ 
reated the mid-90s Los An¬ 
geles he remembers, from 
the music, to the clothes, 


the talk and even the trash. 
"A Doritosbag has a wildly 
different shape and aes¬ 
thetic now than it did in 
1995," Hill says 
Hill spoke to The Associated 
Press about the film and 
what he was trying to say. 
Remarks have been edited 
for clarity and brevity. 

AP: What was the genesis 
of this idea? 

HILL: Well, I grew up skate¬ 
boarding in the mid-90s in 
Los Angeles. It is in no way 
a biopic oran autobiogra¬ 
phy, but I knew skateboard¬ 
ing would play in some way 
into my first film because al¬ 
though I wasterrible at it, it 
was something that came 
into my life when I really 


needed it and really gave 
me a lens that I saw most 
things through, even when 
I went into comedy or film, 
it's subversive, it's anti, it's 
punk, its sense of humor, 
taste in music, attitude to¬ 
ward authority (laughs). 
And to me skateboarding 
is always butchered in film. 
It's always done stereotypi¬ 
cal^, made by people who 
weren't from the culture a 
lot of the time. 

AP: How did you settle on 
Sunny forthe lead? 

HILL: He had the exact 
quality I was looking for 
which was someone who 
was very young for their 
age but who was 10-feet- 
tall inside. He was the first 
kid we read and after he 


did this scene (of yelling at 
his mom in the car), every¬ 
one was like, oh this isn't just 
a good child actor, thisisa 
great actor of any age or 
gender. He was 11 when 
we shot. I'm 34 and have 
been acting for 15 years 
and have never had to 
strap a movie on my back 
and walk across the field 
with it and he did it at 11. 
He's a freak of nature. He's 
remarkable. 

AP: I feel like I certainly 
learned something about 
how teenage boys are to- 
getherfrom this film. 

HILL: These kids speak in 
a way I don't agree with, 
they treat women in a way 
I don't agree with. But they 
also are very much there 


for one another. There's 
good and bad to people. 
It's not black and white. 
And things like homopho¬ 
bia and toxic masculinity 
and treatment of women, 
even though I don't agree 
with these things, they were 
things I noticed growing up 
that I wanted to show as 
unflinchingly as possible so 
people could decide for 
themselves where they fall 
on that line. To me, it's re- 
a lly ug ly a nd it's rea lly ha nd 
to watch a lot of it. That's 
by design. And I think it's 
interesting to watch it with 
a crowd of people. You 
do see people laughing 
at moments I never would 
have expected orflinching 
at moments and it's impor¬ 
tant to see the truth even 
if it sucks And there's s the 
example of Steve's first sex¬ 
ual experience. I wanted to 
show how terrified he was 
and the only moment that 
becomes enjoyable to him 
is when he realizes it's cur¬ 
rency to rise up in the ani¬ 
mal kingdom of his friends., 
those were lessons I saw 
growing up that we clearly 
as a society are having to 
unlearn. 

AP: So this is a commentary 
on masculinity? 

HILL Yes. I'm someone who 
is highly sensitive and emo-

Marvel universe a slice smallerwith Luke Cage cancellation

The Marvel universe just 
got a slice smaller on Net- 
flix with the cancellation of 
"Marvel's Luke Cage" after 
two seasons. 

The news Friday surprised 
fans and came soon after 
Netflix axed another live- 
action Marvel series, "Iron 
Fist." Both are part of The 
Defenders world and or¬ 
dered up by Netflix among 
five back in 2013. 
"Unfortunately, Marvel's 
Luke Cage will not return 
for a third season," said 
a statement released by 
Netflix. "Everyone at Mar¬ 
vel Television and Netflix is 


grateful to the dedicated 
showrunner, writers, cast 
and crew who brought 
Harlem's Hero to life forthe 
past two seasons, and to 
all the fans who have sup¬ 
ported the series." 

Netflix did n't provide a rea¬ 
son forthe cancellation. An 
email requestforadditional 
comment was not immedi¬ 
ately returned Saturday. 
The Cage series made 
a splash when it was re¬ 
leased because it featured 
a rare black superhero in a 
stand-alone vehicle. Mike 
Colter starred as the bul¬ 
let-proof hero for hire. The 
second season premiered 


injune. Cage creatorand 
showrunner Cheo Hodari 
Coker responded on Twit¬ 
ter but also offered no in¬ 
sight into why the series was 
dumped.

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Melting glacier in China draws tourists, climate worries

YUL0 NG XUESHAN, China 
(AP) — The loud crack rang 
out from the fog above 
the Baishui No. 1 Glacier 
asa stone shard careened 
down the ice, flying past 
Chen Yanjun as he oper¬ 
ated a GPSdevice. 

More projectiles were tum¬ 
bling down the hulk of ice 
that scientists say is one of 
the world's fastest melting 
glaciers. 

"We should go," said the 
30-year-old geologist. "The 
first rule is safety." 

Chen hiked away and onto 
a barren landscape once 
buried beneath the gla¬ 
cier. Now there is exposed 
rock littered with oxygen 
tanks discarded by tour¬ 
ists visiting the 15,000-foot 
(4,570-meter) -high blanket 
of ice in southern C hina. 
Millions of people each 
year are drawn to Baishui's 
frosty beauty on the south¬ 
eastern edge of the Third 

Pole_a region in Central 

Asia with the world's third 
largest store of ice after 
Antarctica and Green¬ 
land that's roughly the size 
of Texas and New Mexico 
combined. 

Third Pole glaciers are vital 
to billions of people from 
Vietnam to Afghanistan. 

Asia's 10 largest rivers _ 

including the Yangtze, Yel¬ 
low, Mekong, and Gan¬ 
ges _are fed by seasonal 

melting. 

'You're talking about one 
of the world's largest fresh¬ 
water sources," said Ashley 
Johnson, energy program 
manager at the National 
Bureau of Asian Research, 
an American think tank. 
"Depending on how it 
melts, a lot of the freshwa¬ 
ter will be leaving the re¬ 
gion for the ocean, which 
will have severe impacts on 
water and food security." 
Earth is today 1 degree 
Centigrade (1.8 Fahren¬ 
heit) hotter than pre-indus¬ 
trial levels because of cli¬ 
mate change _ enough 

to melt 28 to 44 percent 
of glaciers worldwide, ac¬ 
cording to a new report by 
the U.N. Intergovernmental 
Panel on Climate Change. 
Temperatures are expect¬ 
ed to keep rising. 


Baishui is about as close to 
the Equator as Tampa, Flor¬ 
ida. And the impacts of cli¬ 
mate change already are 
dramatic. 

The glacier has lost 60 per¬ 
cent of its mass and shrunk 
250 meters (820 feet) since 
1982, according to a 2018 
report in the Journal of 
Geophysical Research. 
Scientists found in 2015 


that 82 percent of glaciers 
surveyed in China had re¬ 
treated. They warned that 
the effects of glacier melt¬ 
ing on water resources are 
gradually becoming "in¬ 
creasingly serious" for Chi¬ 
na. 

"China has always had a 
freshwater supply prob¬ 
lem with 20 percent of the 
world's population but only 


7 percent of its freshwater," 
said Jonna Nyman, an en¬ 
ergy security lecturer at 
the University of Sheffield. 
"That's heightened by the 
impact of climate change." 
For years, scientists have 
observed global wann¬ 
ing change Jade Dragon 
Snow Mountain in the Chi¬ 
nese province of Yunnan. 
One research team has 


tracked Baishui's retreat 
of about 30 yards (27 me¬ 
ters) per year over the past 
decade. Flowers, such as 
snow lotus, have rooted in 
exposed earth, says Wang 
Shijin, a glaciologist and di¬ 
rector of the Yulong Snow 
Mountain Glacial and En¬ 
vironmental Observation 
Research Station, part of a 
network run by the Chinese 
Academy of Sciences. 
Nestled into a suburb of Liji- 
ang, population 1.2 million, 
the sta tio n is ho me to Wa ng 
and his team: geologist 
and drone operator Chen, 
postgraduate glaciology 
student Zhou Lanyue and 
electrical engineer Zhang 
Xing, a private contractor. 
After breakfast, the team 
heads off by van for the 
day's mission. A cable car 
carries them up to a majes¬ 
tic view of the J ade Drag¬ 
on Snow Mountain. 

The team shuffles past a 

line of tourists _ many in 

red ponchos, most suck¬ 
ing oxygen canisters, a few 
vomiting from altitude sick¬ 
ness_before descending 

to replace a broken mete¬ 
orological station. 

The team operates remote 
sensorsthatcollectdata on 
temperature, wind speed, 
rainfall, and humidity. Oth¬ 
er sensors measure water 
flow in streams fed by melt¬ 
ed ice. Cold, downpours, 
rock slides, gales and gla¬ 
cier movement break the 
equipment. 

"It is not easy to encounter 
good weatherhere,"Wang 
said. 

This weather will ensure 
Yunnan has plenty of fresh¬ 
water while other glacier 
loss poses serious risk of 
drought across the Third 
Pole, he said. 

The next day, the team 
wore crampons while re¬ 
pairing more sensors scat¬ 
tered across the glaciehs 
crags. 

"Where we're at right now 
was back in 2008 all cov¬ 
ered with ice," Wang said. 
"From here to there at the 
side, the glacier shrank 
about 20 to 30 meters. The 
shrinking is very remark¬ 
able." The team forded 
streams and jumped cre- 
vasses in search of long iron 
bars they previously em¬ 
bedded in the ice. □
